Kansas City, Mo, March 7.—Four 
men were killed and nine injured 
when a compressed air tank at the 
Kansas Railway Company's barn ex¬ 
ploded this morning, tearing out 
twenty feet of brick wall and derail- 1 
ing many street cars. 

Three of the four men killed were 
identified as Earl Mayses, thirty;! 
Clarence Logus, twenty; and Frank 
Baumgardner, thirty-five.

The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company appealed from the award of

He 
was suddenly missed, and after a 
search was found at the foot of an 
eight-foot open area, then unprotect¬ 
ed, down which he had dropped In the 
darkness.

These rumors 
lacked substantiation, but it was 
agreed that Free Staters would stub¬ 
bornly resist dispossession, and in 
event of an attack the barracks would 
be vigorously defended. No breach 
of the peace, however, had been re¬ 
ported early to-day. 

Lack of authentic news Intensified 
the seriousness of the situation. The 
Free State forces grow stronger 
daily. A continuous stream of men 
is passing through Dublin. After In¬ 
tensive training they are sent to 
various barracks or kept for guard 
duty around public buildings in the 
district. 

Men Sent. 

"Irish Republican Army” head¬ 
quarters are understood to be deal¬ 
ing energetically with the mutinous 
action of the "republican” troops at 
Limerick. Ten companies of "Irish 
Repyblican Army” troops, uniformed 
and earning rifles, boarded trains tn 
Dublin yesterday. Their destination 
waB not revealed, hut is believed to 
be Limerick. Other troops, it was 
said, would leave to-day.

The banknotes are hills of the late 
Bank of Vancouver collected through 
the clearing houses, honored by the 
Federal Government and now re¬ 
deemed by the liquidator so as to 
discharge the obligation to the Fed¬ 
eral Government. 

This is the second batch of bills 
to be destroyed by the liquidator, R. 
Kerr Houlgate. Half a million dol¬ 
lars’ worth were destroyed on a 
former occasion.

Montreal, March 7.—At the close 
of the auction here yesterday of the 
library of Louis Joseph Paplneau, 
rebel leader in 1837, it was esti¬ 
mated that a sum close to $10,000 
had been realized on the 1942 items 
of the catalogue. 

The highest price received for any 
single volume was paid for Cham¬ 
plain's Voyages, published in Paris 
in 1632, by J. Turner of this city, 
who bid $300. 

Four copies of the "Canadian Re¬ 
pealers* Almanac.” 1886, edited by, 
'William Lyon Mackenzie, went for 
$6.50, and another buyer obtained 
William Lyon Mackenzie’s "Almanac 
of Independence and Freedom" for 
a few cents. On the other hand all 
of Mackenzie’s works and papers and 
books relating to him were the sub¬ 
ject of keen bidding between Mon¬ 
treal, Toronto and Ottawa buyers.

Quebec, March 7.—It is understood 
that tho Quebec Legislature will per¬ 
mit the Insertion of a clause in the 
Montreal City Bill now before tho 
Legislator* authorizing the borrow¬ 
ing of a sum of money sufficient to 
enable the city to rebuild the City 
Ilall, which was destroyed by fire 
last Friday night. 

Indications here, however, are that 
the sum of $3,000,000 will not be 
authorized, but that the amount will 
hardly exceed $1,000,000, or at the 
very most $1,500,000.

Ths Prince 
continued reading his speech,' appar¬ 
ently unperturbed, and the people 
generally seemed distinctly fjiendly 
to him.

The City’s new Johnson Street 
Bridge policy, as outlined in these 
columns yesterday, wilt be laid be¬ 
fore Premier Oliver for his approval 
at a conference late this afternoon, 
it was announced at the City Hall at 
noon. At this conference Mayor 
William Marchant and other City 
representatives will ask the Pro- 
vincial Government to allow the City 
i Council to float, without the consent 
of the ratepayers, a new bridge loan 
j for about $100,00 to pay excess ex- 
1 penses Involved in the construction 
of the new harbor viaduct. The Citv 
representatives also will urge 
Government and the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway Company, parties to the 
original bridge agreement to assist in 
paying the extra bridge expenses 
which have developed during the last 
few weeks. 

Must Borrow Money. 

The decision to hold a conference 
with Premier Oliver and C. P, R. 
representatives was reached by the 
Council last night after the Civic 
Finance Committee had wrestled with 
the bridge problem most of the day. 
The Finance Committee came to the 
conclusion that the City could not 
afford to pay the extra $ 80,000 or 
more needed to finish the new bridge 
out of general revenue even If such 
an expenditure were legal. The only 
possible method of raising this 
money, it was agreed, was to float 
a new loan. It was decided to ask 
the Government to allow the Issue of 
such a loan without tho submission 
of a money by-law to the ratepayers 

Mayor Marchant will head thr 
City’s deputation to the Premier and 
will be supported by Alderman E. 
8. Woodward. Chairman of thr 
Finance Committee; Alderman Joseph

Superintendent Addressed Au¬ 
dience in Duncan 


(TLmea Correspondence.) 

Duncan—David O Brankin, Pro¬ 
vincial Superintendent qf Neglected 
t'hlldun, gave a most Interesting 
and practical address In the Odd Fel- 
1 »v.-s* Hail, Duncan, under the aus¬ 
pices of the Cowloht.it Children's Aid 
Society. G. A. Cheeke, President of 
the Society, was in tho chair, and 
representatives from Shawnlgun 
and Chemalnu8, as well as from Dun¬ 
can and the neighboring area, were 
present. 

The speaker pointed out the 
measures for, he said, “The neglect¬ 
ed child of to-day is the delinquent 
child of to-morrow,” and the con¬ 
servation of child life had never been 
so necessary as it was to-day. 
Children, he stated, were entitled 
to protection, physically, morally and 
Spiritually. More time should be 
spent in removing causes rather 
than In dealing with defects. 

In answer to requests, Mr. Brankin 
■poke especially of the work of his 
own department. Besides being 
Superintendent of Neglected Chil¬ 
dren for the Province, he is also 
Superintendent of the Boys* Indus¬ 
trial School at Coquitlam. 

Mr. B rank in’s great theory Is that 
delinquency is generally caused by 


Rome physical defect and the first 
step taken when a boy enters the 
school Is to hand him over to the 
doctor for a thorough over-hauling. 
Operations, If necessary, physical 
drill and home-like care, put the 
boys, wherever possible, in good 
Physical condition. 

Hospital Care. 

Home, school, and church halve 
failed before the boys come to the 
Institution. It Is their duty to sup¬ 
ply all these and try something 
more, and hospital care is added. 

The ninety boys in the Industrial 
School make and repair their own 
boots, under instructor*. Some take 
up various trades and all have man¬ 
ual training and farming and poul¬ 
try rearing are also learned. In the 
academic section the students 
range from receiving class to High 
School. 

There are no locks on the doors 
nor bars on the windows, and dur¬ 
ing the past, two years no boys have 
been lost frorp the institution. Any 
who feel inclined to bolt find the 
door ojien for their return. The 
hoys are rdewarded for doing right. 
They have u limited amount of 
pocket money and pay for any 
breakages or damage done. 

Faith in himself, loyalty to his 
country and reverence are fostered. 

Mr. Brankin prefers that boys 
committed to the school should not 
have a definite time set. Some 
trades take longer to learn and in 
some the boys are read y ~to go out 
to hold their own sooner than 
others.

supervision by business men and 
a purpose,' very apparent in its 
management, to make money for 
private individuals,” should fall 
by the wa.vsido and literally 
blow up with a loud roar. But 
it finally asks why The Gazette 
and its colleagues of the finan¬ 
cial press have scarcely a word 
to say about the phenomenon. 
No doubt it will still wonder and 
find refuge in “consistency, thou 
art . . . .’’and so on. 

HELP FOR RUSSIA. 

There arc a number of organi¬ 
zations in Canada collecting 
funds for the assistance of 
famine-stricken people in Rus¬ 
sia. All the various funds are 
necessary and the oombined e£ 
fort cannot hope to meet ‘he 
case. But it occurs to us that 
the Dominion Government might 
make an appropriation for the 
purchase of some of our surplns 
stocks of wheat and seed grain 
of which Russia stands so much 
in need- It might even be sent 
in exchange for raw materials 
that she should be able to send 
ns as soon* as she regains her 
normal position in the world. In 
any case this country would do 
well to follow the lead set by the 
United States in circulating an 
appropriation of this kind at 
home. To adopt the plan in be¬ 
half of sorely stricken Russia 
would be infinitely better than 
lending fifty million dollars to a 
couple of European States which 
have not had the decency to try 
to pay even the interest on the 
accommodation extended- Even 
if no economic return were as¬ 
sured the knowledge that it had 
responded to the humanitarian 
appeal should be comforting 
balm to Canadian conscience. 

THE OTTAWA INCIDENT. 

Nearly every Canadian news¬ 
paper informed the general 
public of this country yesterday 
that Mrs. Asquith called at 
Ridean Hall and found Lord 
and Lady Byng out. That being 
the ease she left her card and re¬ 
turned to her hoteL Politeness 
and custom obliged Their Excel¬ 
lencies to take note of the inci¬ 
dent and an appropriate mes¬ 
sage was promptly dispatched 
to the caller. That same even¬ 
ing Mrs. Asquith lectured in Ot¬ 
tawa but the occupants of Gov¬ 
ernment House went to see a 
hockey match. Perhaps it was 
an unfortunate coincidence that 
the two events clashed; but we 
are unable to see anything at all 
unusual in the incident. Mrs. 
Asquith is the wife of an im¬ 
portant personage who was at 
one time Prime Minister of 
Great Britain. She is also the 
author of a set of memoirs which 
brought her more notoriety than 
fame. Outside of this she is a 
conspicuous figure iir that 
branch oMoondon society which 
is entertained by originality 
rather thau by the usual sort of 
drawing room fare. However, 
her presence in Canada, and a 
call at Government House that 
seemed to have been poorly 
timed, is of little or no interest 
to us here. Yet one can be kind 
and trust that her tour has been 
a financial success. 

SURELY MISQUOTED. 

In one of the Vancouver news¬ 
papers a few days ago Mr. J. H. 
Falconer, of the Liquor Control 
Board, is reported to have said 
that “whisky is the universal 
remedy for the ’flu.”—an ob¬ 
servation which seems to have 
been inspired by a recent in¬ 
crease in sales over the vending 
counters. What medical knowl¬ 
edge Mr. Falconer possesses we 
do not know; but we would 
suggest that he lias been mis¬ 
quoted. This belief is empha¬ 
sized by a further statement 
with -which he is credited that 
reads as follows: “As every 
dollar spent over the counter of 
the Government liquor shops 
goes into the treasury of the 
Province the citizens should not 
be too vigorous iu these days of 
high taxation when they set out 
to denounce the epidemic.” In 
view of the fact lliat Mr. Fal¬ 
coner occupies an important po¬ 
sition in the public service, a po¬ 
sition related to the administra¬ 
tion of a controversial branch of 
the Government’s activities, we 
hesitate to believe that he could 
have been guilty of “boosting” 
the sale of potent liquid by im¬ 
parting a doubtful conception of 
its curative properties in respect 
of a malady from which a num¬ 
ber of people die each year.

It 
cannot be too earnestly urged upon our 
people that the reed is greater now 
than It has ever been. Latest reports 
received by our office say that not only 
is cholera In an epidemic form, ram¬ 
pant. and typhus raging, but the Bu¬ 
bonic Plague has now got a grip on the 
country. 

These stricken creatures are depend¬ 
ent on the conscience of the world. 

It Is unfortunate for these people In 
Southern Russia, that thay have no 
food to eat at a time when the world 
is tired of tales of human misery, sick 
of its own troubles, and busy with pas¬ 
sionate selfishness, in trying to core 
its own maladies. It Is a monotonous, 
miserable, dreary cry, and these Rus¬ 
sian peasants are unlucky as usual 
because all who would tell the tale of 
their suffering to the outside world 
find a bleak indifference, even a hostile 
spirit In their audience. The world's 
imagination has become deadened by, 
three years of appeal for starving 
peoples. 

Therefor®, Mr. Editor, I would sug¬ 
gest that we, as citizens of Victoria, 
ask the Government In view of the 
enormity of the situation and the grav¬ 
ity thereof, and In view of the amount 
of surplus grain which we have In Can¬ 
ada, that we bring to the attention of 
the Government the desirability of 
floating a large loan, say about $10.- 
000.000 (Ten Million Dollars), and move 
this wheat, and Incidentally do some 
I good to Canada. 

At the present time the few thous¬ 
ands of dollars which are collected by

FREE HIGHER EDUCATION. 

IS IT FULLY APPRECIATED? 

0 _ 

To the Editor,—Touring Canada from 
East to West, one cannot but observe 
and comment upon the wonderful edu¬ 
cational facilities offered to the young 
people, free of charge. The writer 
having completed a tour of the world 
is very much Impressed with the Can¬ 
adian Publlo and High Schools, or to be 
correct, the Free Schools. The beaut¬ 
iful buildings, fitted with every sanitary 
convenience, are certainly a revelation 
to the English visitor. 

At this period of complaints from 
Victoria taxpayers, the writer feels that 
the time is ripe to place certain facts 
before the public. It Is hoped that 
these facts may open new channels of 
thought along educational lines. 

Observations gained during High 
School teaching experience calls for 
comment respecting the appreciation 
of free higher education. In the High 
Schools to-day hundreds of students are 
taking subjects (hat they have not the 
slightest interest in. If they attend 
school for fifty years no real progress 
will be made In the subject, simply be¬ 
cause they are not interested. They 
attend the Classes at their parents' re¬ 
quest, simply because the subject has 
to be taken In tha examination. 

During these periods the students' 
time, and that of bis instructor Is wast¬ 
ed. There are many students who re¬ 
gard the teaching staff and trustees 
under obligation to them, because they 
are entitled to this wonderful free edu¬ 
cation. The average student needs to 
be more methodical In learning. There 
Is too much mechanical memorising of 
whole pages. Why not memorize Im¬ 
portant facta, and develop the think¬ 
ing capacity by enlarging on the facts 
committed to memory. Surely time Is 
too precious to waste in learning whole 
pages and 0 even text books by heart. 

One also observes that boys and girls 
need to take more care of text books 
and laboratory apparatus. There ap¬ 
pears to be a great' deal of unneces¬ 
sary destruction. ! 

There certainly needs to be some 
elimination In the High Schools. Many 
brilliant pupils are hindered on account 
of the dull ones. There are others. In 
fact, who lack concentration. These 
young people try to ‘•ftcompllsh too 
much thinking at one time, as a result 
their brain cells are not evenly devel¬ 
oped, in plain words they are scatter 
brained. 

In England free education Is given 
up to the age of 14 years, or High 
School entrance standard. 

An English boy or girl would be over¬ 
whelmed at the Idea of being able to 
learn Latin. Greek, French, Algebra 
and Geometry, free. It is well that 
readers realize the fact that If an Eng¬ 
lish person has a knowledge of French, 
Latin, etc., they have had to pay many 
dollars for their education. The prepar¬ 
atory and public schools of England, 
patronized by the middle and upper 
classes, charge from $600 to $2,000 a 
year for board and tuition. 

If a student, on leaving the free 
schools In England, wishes to pursue 
studies, he or she can win a scholar¬ 
ship. This certificate entitles them to 
three years free tuition at the Grammar 
Schools. 

The Grammar Schools are something 
like the High Schools. They are the 
next best thing to the Free Schools. 
The regular tuition fees are from $f.O 
to $160 a year. There is tne extra ex¬ 
pense of all books and laboratory ap¬ 
paratus. Naturally the school taxes of 
England are not as high as In Canada. 
Would It not be better to run the High 
Schools of Canada on English Gram¬ 
mar School lines, l.e., from financial 
standpoint. By so doing necessary 
elimination would be automatic. Greater 
care of books and laboratory apparatus 
would be assured. Taxpayers would be 
better pleased. Many parents are now 
paying out money for their children to 
receive satisfactory tuition in subjects 
taken In the High Schools. This would 
not be necessary as elimination would 
result in a superior standard of educa¬ 
tion. 

The students would, without doubt, 
appreciate still more their education, 
and energies exerted by the teaching 
staff. 

It is not wise to cut teachers salaries, 
otherwise the standard of education will 
deteriorate. The standard of Canadian 
Matriculation is fully low enough com¬ 
pared with Great Britain and Europe.

Demand made In the year 1021 by 
'the oversea trade of the United 
'Kingdom on the available ship carry¬ 
ing power was even less than in 
1020, according to the report of the 
Liverpool Journal of Commerce. 

In weight the imports were 30 per 
cent, and the exports were 63 per 
cent, below those dealt with In 1913, 
whilst the corresponding figures for 
1920 showed only decreases of 19 per 
cent, in the Import and 66 per cent, 
on the export weight of 1913. 

The members of the Liverpool 
I steam Shop Owners’ Association 
'owned at the end of the year Just 
‘closed, 6,778.824 tons gross of steam 
shipping, which comprised upwards of 
26 per cent, of the total British Hteum 
tonnage afloat; 33 per cent, of the 
‘total number of steam vessels of a 
1 speed of 12 knots and upwards; and 
34 per cent, of the total number of 
'steam vessels above 6.000 tons. 

Consequences. 

In part the report says: 

“The decrease in the weight of the 
total Import traffic dealt with through 
all the ports of the United Kingdom, 
amounting to 16,700,000 tons below the 
figures of 1913, has meant not only 
loss of employment for the s,hlps and 
the port workers, and serious short¬ 
age In the nation’s food supplies, but 
•also shortage In the raw materials 
'Used In its industries. From these 
shortage* have resulted the mainten¬ 
ance, far above pre-war level, of the 
cost of food and of raw material: and 
thereby the cost of the production 
of manufactures and coal, and of the

stones were probably accumulated in 
deep water. 

Distribution of Fossils. 

Shells were Imbedded in shore de¬ 
posits, leaves and logs of high land 
plants and bones of land unimals 
were drifted into swamps and buried 
in mud, and tracks were formed on 
flat muddy shores by animals walk¬ 
ing on them. These have been pre¬ 
served with more or less change. 
They are called fossils. There are 
multitudes of different fossils scat¬ 
tered through all the stratified rocks, 
but every group or rock carries Its 
own peculiar fossils, so that from the 
knowledge of them the truest key to 
the different formations is placed 
within our reach. 

Unstratified Rocks. 

Igneous rocks, which form the sec¬ 
ond class, are much more complex in 
structure and composition than ac- 
queous, or stratified rocks. They con¬ 
tain a great variety of minerals, and 
the minerals themselves are of great 
complexity. They are distinguished 
from stratified rocks by the absence 
of true stratification, by the absence 
of fossils, and by the difference in the 
mode of their occurrence. They are 
due to heat in some form. 

Igneous rocks occur underlying 
all the strata, forming the axes and 
peaks of nearly all great mountain 
ranges. They also occur in vertical 
! or nearly vertical sheets, filling groat 
i fissures in stratified rocks or other 
! igneous rocks. When such intrusions, 
or dykes, cut coal seams they par¬ 
tially coke the coal (sometimes burn 
| the coal completely, leaving only the 
ash), and bake the measures where 
they have come in contact with them. 

Igneous rocks may be classified as 
volcanic and plutonic. Most, but not 
ail. volcanic rocks are recent. A 
volcano is simply a hole In the earth 
from which material (gases, liquids, 
and solids) are at. times expelled and 
scattered around the opening. 

Plutonic Rocks.

The anti-drug campaign In British 
Columbia was advanced a further 
stage to-day by the unanimous en- 
dorsation of the Klwanlans as¬ 
sembled at luncheon of a full report 
of the anti-drug committee, pre¬ 
sented by Dr. Howard Miller, chair¬ 
man of that committee. The club 
voted to prosecute the matter to the 
fullest extent, and to make It nation 
wide, and even international in 
scope through the medium of 
Kiwanls Clubs. 

The report follows: 

Drug Use Widespread. 

Your committee has given the 
question of the drug traffic serious 
consideration and investigation and 
begs to present the following report: 

1. There Is In Our city and Pro¬ 
vince a widespread use of drugs, not 
confined to any one class or age. 

2. Investigation shews that the 
amount of drugs consumed and the 
number of addicts is growing. 

3. That there appears to be a drug 
ring disseminating the material. 

4. That the penalties for drug 
traffickers and users is not a suffl- 
e ent deterrent to their machina 
tic.ns. 

5. That strong means be taken Im¬ 
mediately to combat the traffic. 

There are two methods of pro¬ 
cedure: 

t. Representations to Provincial 
and Federal Governments to make 
penalties more severe, jail without 
the option of a fine, lashes and de- J 
portation of aliens convicted. 

2. A widespread publicity cam¬ 
paign along educative lines, in order 
to awaken all communities fully to 
the extent of the traffic, and to put 
parents and others on guard against 
the various pitfalls connected there¬ 
with. 

Favor Mass Mooting. 

The committee recommends to the 
club that these be carried out In the 
following manner: 

1. That this club enlist the co¬ 
operation of all service clubs In this 
City to hold a mass meeting at a 
time and place to h* arranged, at 
which representative speakers will 
outline the ravages of the traffic.

Mr. Murdock said he had repre¬ 
sented Labor ever since he could re¬ 
member, and would always fight for 
Labor’s achievement of just and 
equitable ambitions and desires.

One of the largest mining deals In 
the Lillooet district in some time was 
concluded last week, when Jos. 


is apparent in its pre-natal stage. 
New Westminster, where the pest 
has been very destructive In recent 
years, had an amusing experience in 
connection with the combatting of 
the pest in its early or 'ring” stage. 

An appropriation of $100 waa made 
which was to be paid out at the rate 
of half a cent a ring to those indus¬ 
trious people, children Included, who, 
would bring in branches with cater¬ 
pillar rings. A few mornings after 
the scheme was instituted over $240 
had been paid out In such bounties, 
the $100 having proved sadly inade¬ 
quate. 

Depots were established, one at 
the fire hall, where incinerating 
facilities were handy. One man 
counted the twigs as the queues of 
children brought them in. and an¬ 
other issued the certificates which 
were made payable at the City 
Treasurer's office. 

Some boys brought in as many as 
1,100 and 1,400 rings. So surprised 
were the city officials with the re¬ 
sult of the move they had Instigated 
that it wns necessary to call u 
"hurry-up’’ meeting of the City 
Council to discuss the financial 
aspect of the matter. Last year $170 
v/as spent by New Westminster 
Council in a futile attempt to check 
the pest when It was toq late. 

Estimating that the rings average 
600 caterpillars each, the $240 ex¬ 
pended by the Westminster Council 
jepresents 4^000,000 caterpillars 
that will never eat a leaf. 

It has been suggested that such a 
scheme might profitably be inaugu¬ 
rated in Victoria and the surround¬ 
ing district.

Ticket Speculators. 

In New York there is a disposition 
to blame the ticket speculators. The 
exorbitant rate, that many of them 
have been securing, it le declared, 
have prompted the public to revolt. 
The best people, who formerly filled 
the orchestra seats, are on strike. 

The hard times are felt through¬ 
out the profession, and are also hit¬ 
ting those with whom members of 
the profession have been wont to 
trade. Tailors, landladies and board¬ 
ing house keepers are feeling the 
pinch. This is shown by the large 
number of judgments that have been 
sought these lost few weeks against 
stage folk for unpaid bills. 

The fact that they are up against 
it generally has made the Rev. John 
Roach Htraton's recent tirade against 
the theatre and all its workers a. par¬ 
ticularly bitter pill for the stage folk 
to swallow. A vigorous counter-cam¬ 
paign launched this week has made 
the reverend gentleman who has 
undertaken to criticize the profession 
the target for many shafts. 

Case for Defence. 

Several prominent stars, including 
Lilian Gish and Laurette Taylor, 
have been given an opportunity of 
stating the case for the defence from 
the city pulpits. Five hundred 
pastors wero entertained at a special 
performance of "Mnrjolaine," the 
musical comedy founded on Parker's 
"Pommander Walk," and heard a de¬ 
fence of the stage and a criticism 
of Mr. Str&ton from John Emerson. 
President of the Actor's Equity As¬ 
sociation. AI. Jolson is also having 
something to say about the matter. 

Jolson's method of defending the 
people of his profession is probably 
the most effective. In the first place 
he has a wide field, for "Bombo" is 
one of the productions that is at¬ 
tracting large audiences regularly. 

Attracts Many People. 

So Jolson reaches more people than 
Mr. Straton can hope to reach. Mr. 
Btraton appears weekly while Mr. 
Jolson appears nightly. Mr. Straton 
is spectacular and thrilling, but he 
lacks Jolson’s ability to "put his stuff 
over." Jolson has an almost uncanny 
faculty for setting up a sympathetic 
understanding with his audience. It 
is one of the most interesting of his 
varied talents. When'you go to Jol¬ 
son's theatre you hand yourself over 
to Jolson for the evening. You are 
his property until the last curtain 
falls and he does what he likes with 
you. You simply cannot resist him, 
unless perchance you are a chronic 
dyspeptic beyond all hope of Joy, or 
happen to he suffering from severe 
neuralgia, but if you are a dyspeptic 
or neuralgic you don’t go to Jolson's 
theatre. Joison will grab your emo¬ 
tions and twist them around his little 
finger. One moment he has you 
laughing until you ache, and tho next 
he is singing about “My Mammy," 
end giving you the blues You realise 
that It is a fool song, that the woroo 
are silly, that the man s grotesque 
burnt cork make-up is absolutely In¬ 
congruous with the slightest serious 
emotion that the song is not being 
sung hut shouted at you to a weird 
Jazz accompaniment. Nevertheless, 
unless you are inhumanly hard- 
boiled. you cannot escape a tighten¬ 
ing of the throat. 

The situation. 

Jolson does not devote much time 
to Mr. Straton- It is not what he 
says, but the way he says it. that 
counts. He opens up with a Merles 
of w'itty remarks about the contro¬ 
versy. Then suddenly he becomes 
serious. The people of the stage are 
prone to be misunderstood and mis¬ 
judged, he tells you. They are merely 


hardworking citizens like yourself. 
He recounts in a simple straightfor¬ 
ward way Home of the difficulties 
they encounter. He speaks of the 
rules under which most of them must 
work, rules calling for strict sobriety 
and exemplary behavior while on 
duty, and he refers briefly to the un¬ 
fortunate position in which many of 
them find themselves as a result of 
the general depression In the theatri¬ 
cal business. It is unworthy of Mr. 
Btraton, he suggests, to cast a slur 
upon thousands of worthy people in 
the time of their misfortune. The 
storm of applause that greets this 
denotes the sympathetic attitude of i 
the audience. 

Then, having scored his point, Jol¬ 
son quickly switches back to comedy. 
With pseudo-seriousness he intro¬ 
duces the subject of prohibitloa 
While himself strictly neutral, he de¬ 
clares, he thinks the working man 
should he allowed his beer. This is 
greeted enthusiastically by the 
thirsty. “As for whisky," ne con¬ 
tinues, "I just want to tell you that 
I wouldn't care if all the whisky 
and hard liquor in the world was 
down at the bottom of the sea." After 
pausing long enough to give the 
"drys” opportunity of registering ap¬ 
proval. he adds. "When I was young 
I learned deep-sea diving.”

‘We earnestly ask the owner of 
every house-cat during the next 
three months to assume the respon¬ 
sibility of seeing that the cat will 
not be given the opportunity to kill 
birds. 

‘It. is common knowledge that the 
birds are a tremendous factor in the 
protection of the food supply from 
Insects. Cats. If unrestrained . 
especially at this season, will tre¬ 
mendously weaker *hat protection. 
The logic Is simple.’ ” 

“Cats should be kept In during the 
night.” said Mr. Sherwood, “as that 
is the time that they n r e busiest 
hunting, and the hunted is least cap¬ 
able of protectinr Itself. The cdt 
should have comfortable sleeping 
nuarters in a confined place, and 
should be put to bed at sunset, and 
let out after sunrise, first having 
been fed. Tn this wav the danger to 
bird life will be minimised, and the 
cat Itself will be insured better 
treatment.” _
